Corn Growers 


Reminded of 


Leaf Aphids 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, 
Agriculture 
This m ay be a good year for 
corn leaf aphid to strike our coun­ 
ty corn fields. 
These “ critters” 
strike at about the tim* corn ta s­ 
sels. 
In the past they 
have done 
more damage to later corn than 
to earlier corn. This year we’ve 
a lot of late corn and the pres­ 
ence of the aphid may be great­ 
er. 
If we are lucky enough to have 
good soil m oisture for the rest of 
the sum m er the dam age m ay not 
be noticeable. 
The aphids feed inside the whorl, 
protected from the w eather. It is 
not until the whorl opens to let the 
tassel g r o w out that aphids are 
often discovered.

THE APHIDS sap the stalk of 
great am ounts 
of m oisture 
and 
will leave the. corn stalk without 
an ear. The cob will form but ker­ 
nels will not exist. 
My suggestions would 
be for 
farm ers to keep a very close check 
on their corn as the tassels begin 
to show up. A few aphids should 
not cause particular concern. 
If 25 per cent, or more plants are 
heavily infested and soil m oisture 
is low. spray with 
Malathion or 
Parathion when 25 per cent to 50 
per cent of the tassels begin 
to 
show. 
The spray need not be used if 
soil moisture is plentiful. T h i s 
moisture will h e I p to prevent 
extensive damage. 
This spraying of course cannot 
be done with conventional equip­ 
ment. High boy or 
aerial equip­ 
ment need to be used. Aerial spray 
service can be secured locally.

He said it was “ m ade in good 
faith." 
Tile papers were filed by a rep­ 
resentative of the railroad after 
the line’s board of directors had 
cleared the way at a m eeting in 
New York City. 
The petition was filed

day 
after the federal gover. m ent re ­ 
fused to grant the line a $5.5 m il­ 
lion em ergency loan. 
The railroad’s petition 
said it 
was “ without sufficient funds to 
pay and discharge” its financial 
obligations “ and on inform ation 
and belief alleges that it has no 
means of borrowing or otherwise 
procuring such funds. 
The New H aven's petition also 
said the 
railroad 
is 
unable to 
“ meet its debts as they m ature, 
and desires to effect a plan of re­ 
organization pursuant to Section 
77B of the Bankruptcy A ct.” 
U nder the act the judge is em ­ 
powered to appoint trustees with­ 
in 30 days. 
The papers were signed by the 
railroad s president, George Al- 
pert.

The plaintiff said, am ong other 
things, the cable firm was “ steal 
ing, appropriating and pirating its 
valuable property rights.” 
It also contended that the cable 
com pany in many cases discon­

cable and as a result cut off Chan­ 
nel 12 signals. 
WSTV said in addition leakage 
of electric energy from the cables 
distorted Channel 12 reception in 
Clarksburg and nearby Fairm ont. 
The Steubenville com pany said 
there are 8,300 cable subscribers 
in C larksburg, 5.150 in Fairm ont. 
The com pany said in its petition 
there are 130,000 homes in Channel 
12’s area and about 50,000 have 
TV sets.

PORTABLE mechanical aerosol 
sprayer — This one makes an ex­ 
tremely fine spray and can be 
adjusted to put out two ounces per 
m i n u t e .

Along with new spraying equip­ 
ment has come some new spray 
materials, says Dr. Holdsworth. 
One i s a f o g g e r strength spray 
which contains 0.1 per cent pyre- 
I 
thrins. It requires a lot less ma- ! 
terial for good results than do 
most sprays. 
Another is a 0.35 per cent pyre­ 
thrum to which two repellents 
have been added. This m aterial is 
especially effective in protecting 
cows in pasture, according to the 
entomologist. 
There are some new fly baits on 
the m arket now, too. One f r o m 
supply com pany is selling a dry 
fly bait containing DDVP. 
It is a fast killer and not hazard­ 
ous to use, Dr. Holdsworth says, 
but must be put out every day or 
two. Dipterex is more long • last­ 
ing than DDVP.

WHEN it com es to spraying bam 
walls, diazinon will give dairy far­ 
m ers better results than other 
recom m ended insecticides which 
don’t last so long. Diazinon will 
give fly control for about four 
weeks. 
It should not be used in poultry 
houses, however, Dr. Holdsworth 
advises. M alathion still is best for 
all 
poultry' 
operations 
and 
for 
drenching m anure. 
Dr. 
Holdsworth 
has 
prepared 
m im eograph m aterial on control 
of flies on beef cattle, on dairy 
cows and in farm buildings. The 
m aterial 
includes 
recom m enda­ 
tions on w hat insecticides to use 
and how to use them under various 
farm situations.

Grain bins for storage of small 
grains should be cleaned out and 
treated to prevent grain weevil 
damage. 
This should be done, for best 
results, two weeks before har­ 
vest, but can and should be done 
anytime between two weeks and 
harvest. 
The clean up now will prevent 
next y e a r’s 
infestation. 
Sweep 
down ceiling, walls and floors and 
burn sweepings and all old worth­ 
less grain. The floors and 
walls 
then should be sprayed with meth- 
oxychlor or malathion. 
Grain stored below 14 per cent 
moisture is not readily infested. 
However, grain stored above 14 
per cent moisture is a good invita­ 
tion for weevil damage. 
* 
* * 
GRAIN to be stored on the farm 
should be treated with a grain pro­ 
tectant, either pyrethrum or a pre­ 
mium grade malathion. This can 
be mixed with the grain as you fill 
the truck or bin. 
Now is a good time to treat car­ 
ry-over corn. This is the time wee­ 
vil will begin to work in stored 
corn also. 
Stored corn or other grains can 
be fumigated. This will not hurt 
the grain for food or livestock con­ 
sumption. 
Carbon 
c o m p o u n d s 
can 


be used. They are liquids that 
evaporate i n t o a gas heavier 


than air. 
This gas displaces 
air in the 
grain and kills weevils it contacts. 
This fumigation should be done on 
very calm days 
and 
when 
the 
temperature is above 7 degrees. 
The fumigant should be exposed 
to the top surface of the grain. A 
coarse spray may be used. If the 
grain win not be used for several 
days a sprinkling can be used.

THE GRAIN may then be cov­ 
ered with a tarpaulin. Keep the 
bin air tight as possible for 
36 
hours. Do not enter bin after fum­ 
igation until it has been ventilated. 
The carbon compounds are very 
combustible. Do not turn on light

near 
where these materials have been 
used. 
These materials 
may be pur­ 
chased with a fire suppressant. 
This should be used.

Precious Right Intentionally

And the reaso n is no t the Co m­ 
mu nist co nspiracy o r any o ther 
ex ternal mo v ement to su bv ert the 
American sy stem o f go v ernment. 
The reaso n is pu blic indifference. 
Ju dge Jo hn P. Case o f Fay ette 
Co u nty Co mmo n Pleas Co u rt said 
this indifference has faced u s with 
a serio u s qu estio n: “ Are we go ing 
to 
hav e 
to establish 
co u rts 
o f 
ju dges 
simply 
becau se 
peo ple 
wo n’t sit o n ju ries?” 
Ju dge Max G. Dee o f Washing­ 
to n Co u rt Ho u se Mu nicipal Co u rt 
declared: “ lf peo ple are no t go ing 
to do their du ty to maintain this 
co nstitu tio nal 
sy stem 
they 
will 
ev entu ally lo se it.” 
The pro blem was bro u ght fo rce­ 
fu lly ho me last week when o nly 19 
pro spectiv e ju ro rs appeared cu t o f 
40 who had been su mmo ned fo r 
du ty in mu nicipal co u rt. 
After defense and pro secu tio n 
lawy ers had ex ercised preempto ry 
challenges and o ther pro spectiv e 
ju ro rs were dismissed fo r cau se, 
the co u rt was redu ced to the neces­ 
sity o f sending the bailiff into the 
street fo r talesm en to fill o u t the 
12-member panel. 
While so me o f the 21 citizens 
called who did no t appear had 
been ex cu sed, at least fiv e either 
did no t receiv e the no tice in the 
mail o r igno red it. 
And many o f tho se who did co n­ 
tact the co u rt o ffered the mo st 
triv ial ex cu ses. They simply didn’t 
wish to be bo thered, 
“ We hav e no desire to wo rk 
a 
hardship o n any o ne,” Ju dge Dee 
said. “ Bu t when it is simply a m a t­ 
ter o f being inco nv enienced that 
hardly co nstitu tes a hardship. 
What happened last week is tru e 


no t o nly o f what has happened 
here in the past, bu t o f what is 
happening elsewhere in Ohio and 
the natio n, the ju dges repo rted. 
Ju dge Case said: “ I kno w o f 
ju dges in Ohio who feel it neces­ 
sary to write letters to perso ns 
who hav e serv ed o n ju ries thank­ 
ing them fo r the serv ice. I think

trav esty . Ju ry serv ice is a du ty 
o f citizenship.” 
The 
right 
to

gu aranteed in the six th amend - 
ment to the Co nstitu tio n o f the 
Unted States. It pro v ides that “ in 
all criminal pro secu io ns, the ac­ 
cu sed shall enjo y the right to a 
speedy and pu blic trial, by an im ­ 
partial ju ry o f the state and dis­ 
trict where in the crim e shall hav e 
been co mmitted . . .” 
This am endm ent no t o nly grants 
a right, bu t impo ses a du ty —a 
du ty to the accu sed’s fello w citi­ 
zens to pro v ide him a speedy and 
pu blic trial by an im partial ju ry , 
and o nly they can pro v ide the im ­ 
partial ju ry . 
Ju dge Case said many o lder 
perso ns 
qu estio n 
whether 
they 
sho u ld serv e in ju ries. 
“ Actu ally , age is no t material 
so lo ng as they can hear and co n 
scientio u sly carry o u t the instru c­ 
tio ns o f the co u rt,” he said. 
The ju dge declared that the ju ry 
play s a v ital ro le in a co u rt case. 
“ They are the ju dges and triers o f 
the facts in the administratio n o f 
ju stice. 
“ Peo ple fo rget when they want 
to criticize the co u rts. The co u rts 
do no t belo ng to the ju dges o r the 
lawy ers.

Judges Sees Americans Losing 


Precious Right Intentionally

WASHINGTON COURT HOUSE, 
Ohio (A P)—Is trial by jury a right 
that is in danger of slipping away 
from the Am erican people? 
Fayette County’s 
two judges 
think so. 
And the reason is not the Com­ 
m unist conspiracy or any other 
external m ovem ent to subvert the 
A m erican system of governm ent. 
The reason is public indifference. 
Judge John P. Case of Fayette 
County Common Pleas Court said 
this indifference has faced us with 
a serious question: ' ‘Are we going 
to 
have to establish 
courts of 
judges 
simply 
because 
people 
won t sit on ju ries?” 
Judge Max G. Dee of W ashing­ 
ton Court House Municipal Court 
declared: "If people are not going 
to do their duty to m aintain this | 
constitutional 
system 
they 
will 
eventually lose it.” 
The problem was brought force­ 
fully home last week when only 19 
prospective jurors appeared cut of 
40 who had been summ oned for 
duty in m unicipal court. 
After defense and prosecution 
lawyers had exercised preem ptory 
challenges and other prospective 
jurors were dism issed for cause, 
the court was reduced to the neces­ 
sity of sending the bailiff into the 
street for talesm en to fill out the 
12-member panel. 
While some of the 21 citizens 
called who did not appear had 
been excused, at least five either 
did not receive the notice in the 
mail or ignored it. 
And many of those who did con­ 
tact the court offered the most 
trivial excuses. They simply didn’t 
wish to be bothered. 
“ We have no desire to work a 
hardship on anyone,” Judge Dee 
said. “ But when it is simply a m at­ 
ter of being inconvenienced that 
hardly constitutes a hardship. 
What happened last week is true 


not only of what has happened 
here in the past, but of what 
happening elsew here in Ohio and 
the nation, the judges reported. 
Judge Case said: ‘‘I know of 
judges in Ohio who feel it neces­ 
sary to w rite letters to persons 
who have served on juries thank­ 
ing them for the service. I think 
these thank 
you 
letters 
are 
a 
travesty. Jury service is a duty 
of citizenship.” 
The 
right 
to 
trial 
bury 
is 
guaranteed in the sixth am end - 
m ent to the Constitution of the 
Unted States. It provides that ‘ in 
all crim inal prosecuions, the ac­ 
cused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial, by an im ­ 
partial jury of the state and dis­ 
trict where in the crim e shall have 
been com m itted . . .” 
This am endm ent not only grants 
a right, but im poses a duty—a 
duty to the accused’s fellow citi­ 
zens to provide him a speedy and 
| public trial by an im partial jury, 
and only they can provide the im ­ 
partial jury. 
Judge Case said m any older 
persons 
question 
whether 
they 
should serve in juries. 
“ Actually, age is not m aterial 
so long as they can hear and con 
scientiously carry out the instruc­ 
tions of the court,” he said. 
The judge declared that the jury 
plays a vital role in a court case. 
“ They are the judges and triers of 
the facts in the adm inistration of 
justice. 
“ People forget when they want 
to criticize the courts. The courts 
do not belong to the judges or the 
lawyers.

South African

South W est Africo 
Is Banned from Probe

governm ent has moved troops and 
air and sea forces into the huge 
territory of South West Africa to 
guard against any black revolt 
or invasion from strife-torn neigh­ 
boring Portuguese Angola. 
At the sam e tim e, South Africa

un­ 
der an old League of Nations 
m andate—has barred entry to a 
United 
Nations 
com m ittee 
in­ 
structed to investigate charges of 
racial discrim ination. 
The U.N. investigators are tour­ 
ing other African countries to in­ 
terview available refugees from 
South West. The com m ittee said 
it would enter the disputed te r­ 
ritory despite the ban, and the 
South African governm ent said it 
would 
arrest 
any 
com m ittee 
m em bers that crossed the border. 
The South African governm ent 
contends that its racial segrega­ 
tion policies in South West as well 
as South Africa are a domestic 
m atter and no concern of the 
United Nations. 
South West Africa was a pre- 
World W ar I G erm an colony. It 
is 317,725 square miles in area 
and has a 
population of about 
415,000 blacks and 50,000 whites. 
Largely pastoral and desert, the 
South 
West 
contains 
diamond 
mines and good enough oil pros­ 
pects to have A m ericans and oth­ 
er foreigners searching. 
But most of all, it represents 
a buffer state between white-ruled 
South Africa and black indepen­ 
dent states of Africa. 
South West has a long South 
Atlantic 
coastline 
which 
with 
South Africas own huge Allantic 
and Indian Ocean coasts make 
long

and air forces much larger than

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Pity 
the poor 105th — the General As­ 
sembly which m eets in January

tear for the governor who takes 
his oath of office the sam e month. 
Both the adm inistration and leg­ 
islature will be in a financial pickle 
which will make the state’s money 
troubles of the past and present 
look like a picnic. 
It doesn’t take any clairvoyant 
power to see the crisis coming 
even at this long range. In fact, 
Republicans and D em ocrats alike 
say it’s on the way. 
Whoever is sworn in as governor 
in 1963 m ust have the fortitude to 
increase state taxes, both to take 
care of state expenses through 
June 30, 1965, and to clean up what 
likely will be a huge batch of un­ 
paid bills for the two-year budget 
period which ends June 30, 1963. 
Senate Finance Chairm an Wil­ 
liam IL Deddens, R - Hamilton, 
predicted the other night on the 
senate floor: 
“The foundation is being laid 
now for an increase in taxes of 
$100 million in the next Biennium.” 
Plenty of people around the leg­ 
islature would bet that his fore­ 
cast is on the low side. 
That definitely is a problem of 
the next legislature, but the im ­ 
m ediate concern around the state 
house is the financial jam in which 
state governm ent could find itself 
about January 1963 or later—som e­ 
where in the last six months of the 
budget period for which the Re­ 
publican - led legislature has just 
appropriated a record $2,030,826,- 
370. 
D em ocratic Gov. Michael V. Di- 
Salle predicts even that am ount 
won t 
be enough 
to 
cover the 
state’s obligations. He cites, as an 
exam ple, the problem of poor re ­ 
lief. The state, as a m atter of 


longstanding policy, m atches local 
relief costs dollar for dollar. 
But, he points out, the Republi­ 
can legislature has appropriated 
only $47.5 million for relief m atch­ 
ing in the next two years while 
the state’s share of relief costs in 
the biennium which ended June 30 
was more than $60 million. 
The governor cites several other 
areas in which it may be neces­ 
sary to make extra appropriations 
early in 1963 to pay off the sta te’s 
bills at the end of the budget per­ 
iod.

The fo u rth 
flo o r o f the 
State Department represents, o n 
the who le, co nsiderable a1 dity bu t 
insu fficient matu rity . It was t h e 
fo u rth flo o r o f the State Depart­ 
ment that made it po ssible fo r 
Castro to take po ssessio n o f Cu ba. 
It was there that the decisio n 
was made that Batista was a bad 
bo y and Castro a g o o d bo y . 
Thirdly , o n the o ther hand, no 
President can do witho u t trained 
ex perts. These men hav e the ad­ 
v antag e o f lang u ag es, o f kno w­ 
ledg e o f the histo ry and literatu re 
and the perso nalities o f the co u n­ 
tries with which they deal. 
The distinctio n between a tech­ 
nician and a po licy -maker, ho w­ 
ev er. is v ery g reat. A President 
and a Secretary o f State can and 
sho u ld u tilize technicians w h e r e 
they fit. bu t po licy sho u ld be made 
o n a bro ader plane than the tech­ 
nicians are capable o f g rasping .

trained amateu r, who se heart is in

o v er ev ery sentimental cau se can 
be a menace. Du ring Wo rld War I 
and immediately after, the manu ­ 
factu rer o f plu mbing , Charles R. 
Crane, a no ble citizen, well-inten­ 
tio ned and kindly , set u p an o r­ 
g anizatio n o f wise men who m he 
sent to v ario u s co u ntries o n his 
priv ate pay ro ll to adv ise fo reig n 
g o v ernments in v ario u s way s. 
The Crane men were su ppo sed 
to keep their co nnectio n 
secret,

And now. just as Kennedy was 
hav ing a gloomy time getting ap­

program, 
Khrushchev 
dug up his Berlin scare again, 
trotted it out, and made foreign 
aid sound like one of the good 
way s to undercut him. 
Thursday , 
for 
instance. 
Sen. 
J. W Fulbright, Arkansas Demo­ 
crat and chairman of the Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee,

Since the war the United States 
has spent $85 8 billion on foreign 
aid—$60 4 billion of it for econom­ 
ic help and $25.4 billion for mili­ 
tary assistance in one form or 
another. 
This aid has gone to 
more than 7 0 nations. 
Since the recov ery of the Euro­ 
pean allies of the United States, 
who were helped back on their 
feet after the war by American 
aid, they hav e joined in giv ing

to

areas. Kennedy wants them to do 
more. 
In the past American help was

which brought complaints from 
American critics that this was the

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Views on Socialized Medicine 


Britain's system of socialized medicine 
has been under intense American scru­ 
tiny from its inception. There were some 
who regarded it as the wave of the future 
for America, more who were unalterably 
ag a i n s t it, and others who observed 
it only as an exhibit of the passing world. 
Now Britain's National Health Service 
is 
inaugurating 
still 
higher 
charges, 
which proves to opponents of the scheme 
that the whole thing is a costly fraud. 
In its inauguration year, 1948, the pro­ 
gram cost $490 million. Today the cost 


is $2.4 billion, of which the government 
supplies $1.8 billion. This b u r d e n is re­ 
garded as too heavy on the hard pressed 
British budget. 
While e v e r y t h i n g originally was in­ 
tended to be on the taxpayers, the Briton 
is now c a l l e d upon to pay 28 cents for 
a prescription instead of 14 cents. And 
both employer and employe will have sub­ 
stantially more extracted from pay checks 
to reduce the burden on the government. 
Hospitals are overcrowded and some 
medicos say citizens are taking too much 
medicine because it’s on the government. 


An Undignified Attempt 


On* tends to give the benefit of 
the doubt to those who seek to de­ 
vote themselves to saving persons 
from imprisonment or death. How­ 
ever. it is often the ease that per­ 
sons of good-will become over-en­ 
thusiastic about just causes. 
The attem pt to exchange tract­ 
ors for human beings was not only 
absurd but undignified. The de­ 
vice of having a committee of pri­ 
vate citizens attem pt to do what 
the government was ashamed to 
do, fooled nobody. Quite openly the 
Committee 
advertised 
that the 
President of the United States was 
behind the proposal 
Negotiations 
between the United States and a 
foreign nation however are best 
conducted through proper chan­ 
nels. 
Castro, of c o u r s e. made mon­ 
keys of the Traitor Committee. He 
constantly changed the terms. He 
asked for more. His final proposal 
was so ridiculous that the Tractor 
Committee had to turn it down and 
go out of existence. 
What is there to be learned 
from til this? 
More and more it is becoming 
clear that there are too many vol­ 
unteers and amateurs in the Ken­ 
nedy 
Administration, 
too 
many 
anxious beavers who want to get 
into things. The President has much 
to learn from the Cuban fiasco 
which continues to be a fiasco. 
Surely he has discovered by now 
that the Marine Corps can do a 
better commando job than the 
CIA- The redoubtable G e n e r a l 
Smedley Butler showed more abil­ 
ity any day of his service than 
the para-military am ateurs in the 
CIA. 
Secondly, th* President must by 


now have discovered that an ex­ 
cellent technician does not neces­ 
sarily have the breadth of view 
and the imagination to formulate 
policy. The fourth floor of 
the 
State Department represents, on 
the whole, considerable ability but 
insufficient maturity. It was t h e 
fourth floor of the State Depart­ 
ment that made it possible for 
Castro to take possession of Cuba. 
It was there that the decision 
was made that Batista was a bad 
boy and Castro a good boy. 
Thirdly, on the other hand, no 
President can do without trained 
experts. These men have the ad­ 
vantage of languages, of know­ 
ledge of the history and literature 
and the personalities of the coun­ 
tries with which they deal. 
The distinction between a tech­ 
nician and a policy-maker, how­ 
ever. is very great. A President 
and a Secretary of State can and 
should utilize technicians w h e r e 
they fit, but policy should be made 
on a broader plane than the tech­ 
nicians are capable of grasping. 
Finally, 
the 
uninformed, un­ 
trained am ateur, whose heart is in 
the right place and who slobbers 
over every sentimental cause can 
be a menace. During World War I 
and immediately after, the manu­ 
facturer of plumbing, Charles R. 
Crane, a noble citizen, well-inten­ 
tioned and kindly, set up an or­ 
ganization of wise men whom he 
sent to various countries on his 
private payroll to advise foreign 
governments rn various ways. 
The Crane men were supposed 
to keep their connection secret, 
but such things do come out. I en­ 
countered some of them in China 
in those days and they proved to 
be a nuisance both to the Ameri*

can and Chinese officials S o m e 
of them were men of enormous 
culture and some were highly ex­ 
perienced, but they had neither 
authority nor responsibility a n d 
threfore were 
meddlesome Nel­ 
lya. 
During the Russian Revolution 
in 1917, perhaps half a dozen Am­ 
ericans, some of distinction, rep­ 
resented 
the 
State Department, 
President Wilson privately, t h e 
American Red Cross, and George 
Creel’s organization, Each m a n 
had different 
instructions. 
Each 
one vied with the other in attem pt­ 
ing to be important. 
I recall that Leon Trotzky, who 
was worried that certain elements 
would kidnap the American Am­ 
bassador, David Frances, discuss­ 
ed this question with mr Trotzky 
had lived in the United States and 
knew our ways well. He c o u l d 
not understand, however, why (tv* 
President kept 
these competing 
great men in Petrograd w h e r e 
they only created the impression 
of insistent confusion. 
Apparently, we have had the 
same sort of thing in Cuba. The 
center of authority is lost in the 
encouragement of a number of di­ 
verse persons and agencies to get 
into the act. Each group of Cuban 
refugees in New York and Miami 
was dealing with some one else 
and the competition was so wild 
and open that Castro knew each 
secret even before it was born. 
It is fortunate that the tractor 
business turned out to be a failure. 
Imagine, if it had succeeded, what 
Mao Tze-tung would have charged 
to free Americans he still holds 
prisoner!

That bout of nonparalytic polio ! 
may not have been polio at all! 
Many viruses mimic polio. A few j 
even cause paralysis. 
The first polio masquerader t im -1 
cd up near Albany in Coxsackie, 
New York. Named for his home 
town, Coxsackie virus was soon 
discovered around the globe. New­ 
er tests showed several different 
types of Coxsackie viruses. 
Mumps and other viruses may 
also mimic polio. Still Coxsackie 
viruses account for most imitation 
polio. 
You have to catch the germs di­ 
rectly from someone else. They 
swarm into your intestine, where 
they rest, gathering forces for a 
few days. Then they invade your 
blood stream and attack the nerv­ 
ous system, coausing meningitis. 
At firsi your throat’s sore. Soon 
your head throbs, eyes ache and 
fever drenches your bedclothes. 
You feel queasy and your stom­ 
ach erupts. Back muscles stiffen 
and the neck becomes rigid. 
For a week or ten days the world 
seems like a nightmare. Then, 
tem perature plummets and you 
suddenly feel like your old self 
again. 
Coxsackie viruses hardly ever 
result in paraly sis. 
The miningitis is usually a car­ 


bon copy of nonparalytic polio. 
Only special laboratory tests can 
tell the difference. 
The viruses may be grown in spe­ 
cial test tubes, while blood tests 
show which antibodies are devel­ 
oping. 
Good general resistance may 
keep Coxsackie infection from e r­ 
upting into full - blown polio - like 
meningitis. A mild infection may 
cause only a few canker sores in 
the back of 
mouth 
and some­ 
times the infection can be stopped 
cold. 
While Coxsackie viruses prefer 
to strike children, they hit adults 
with greater force. Keep your re­ 
sistance up! 
Enjoy a healthful menu chock ful 
of vitamins, minerals, proteins and 
calories. Get plenty of rest. Don’t 
swim on cool days; chills seem to 
lower resistance. 
Stay in top form and you won’t 
be caught in any masquerade — 
at least not until Halloween!

Three years in a row he has 
stirred up such a ruckus about 
something that Congress looked 
on foreign aid as a pretty good 
idea. 
If he 
had played quiet, 
Presidents Eisenhower and Ken­ 
nedy might have had more trou­ 
ble here at home. 
Khrushchev did it in 1959 when 
Eisenhower 
was 
in 
the 
White 
Louse by threatening Berlin. He 
did it again in 1960 by insulting 
Eisenhower, wrecking the sum­ 
mit meeting, and being generally 
belligerent. 
And now. just as Kennedy was 
having a gloomy time getting ap­ 
proval for his new long-range for­ 
eign 
aid 
program, 
Khrushchev 
dug up his Berlin scare again, 
trotted it out, and made foreign 
aid sound like one of the good 
ways to undercut him. 
Thursday, 
for 
instance, 
Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright, Arkansas Demo­ 
crat and chairman of the Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
said menacing conditions in Ber­ 
lin, 
Cuba 
and 
Laos have 
im­ 
proved 
chances 
for 
Kennedy’s 
foreign aid proposals. 
This was 
after Secretary af 
State Dean Rusk had told the 
committee 
about 
the 
troubles 
communism is causing the United 
States around the world. 
Since the war the United States 
has spent $85.8 billion on foreign 
aid—$60.4 billion of it for econom­ 
ic help and $25.4 billion for mili­ 
tary assistance in one form or 
another. This aid has gone to 
more than 70 nations.

“ Disappointments create many 
problems and argum ents.”
